All requests by Germans and 
non-Germans also to land German seamen 
at Manila for the protection of the property 
of foreigners have been flatly refused by 
this government in order to avoid even the 
slightest pretext for unfavorable comment.

Madrid, Spain, Aug. 2.—The Spanish Cab- 

inet sat in council today from 10 a. m. until 

nearly 1 p. m. and then from 5 to 10 p. m., 

deliberating upon the American conditions 

of peace set forth in President McKinley’s 
reply to this government’s overture for 
peace. 
That reply was received last night, and 
its contents were communicated immediate- 
ly to the Queen Regent. The Ministers

Among them are these stipulations: 

That Spain assume the municipal debts 
of Cuba and Porto Rico. - 

That Spain pay indemnities to American 


citizens for damages suffered at the hands’ 


of the Spanish forces and authorities in 
Cuba. 


Main Issues of the Demand. 


To the main issues no serious or pro- 


longed objection probably will be made. The 


main issues, the acceptance of which is made 
a necessary preliminary to the suspension 
of hostilities, are as follows: 

Recognition of the independence of Cuba. 

The ceding of Porto Rico to the United 
States. 

The ceding to the United States of naval 
stations in the Philippine Islands, Caroline 
and Ladrone Islands. - be 

The referring of the ultimate disposition 
of the Philippine and Ladrone Islands to a 
mixed commission, to sit in London. 

For reasons of home politics the Spanish 
government may make some show of pro- 
test and attempt to start a dilatory ex- 
change of diplomatic correspondence, but it 
will be for effect on the Spaniarde. 


To Ask for an Explanation. 


After tonight’s meeting all the members 
of the Cabinet made this same answer to 
the queries of the press: P 
_ “It has been decided.to- ask for explana- 
tions in regard to the spirit of the American 
communication.” 

The Ministers seemed preoccupied and de- 
termined to say nothing more, though the 
Duke of Almodovar remarked: 

The circumstances are too critical to 
permit any insight into the negotiations.“ 

Nevertheless, it is asserted in political cir- 

cles that America expects an answer 
Wednesday, and that it certainly will be 
forwarded to Washington soon in order to 
avoid further useless sacrifice of men and 
money. 
The members of the Cabinet are not unan- 
imous on all points, though the majority, in- 
cluding Sagasta, Gamazo, and Almodovar, 
is favorable to peace. Really the Cabihet’s 
only desire is to come out tolerably well in 
the settlement of the Philippine Islands and 
to attempt to-do something for the Cuban 
debt with the assistance of French di- 
plomacy. 

Most of the newspapers today discuss the 
terms as if they regard it as almost certain 
that they will be agreed to. All the as- 
pects of the peace conditions have been so 
thoroughly discussed in Madrid and also in 
the provinces that their effects have been 
discounted, making the government’s task 
the easier. 


Peace Before August Ends. 


Even the Imparcial expresses the belief 
that the peace treaty will be signed before 
the end of August. , 2 

The Spaniards are far more anxious now 
about the internal consequences of peace, 
the action of the Carlists, and the financial 
future. Some perplexity and uneasiness on 
that score are visible tonight in political and 
financial circles. Some newspapers, echo- 
ing the hope prevalent in official and finan- 
clal quarters, venture the opinion that Amer- 
ica may yet be induced to do something 
toward providing for the Cuban debt, and 
will not be too exacting in the Philippines. 

The Spanish government learns for a cer- 
tainty that the Carlists have determined to 
disturb the peace in a short time. Advices 
received at the Foreign office from Vienna 
and the Vatican show that Don Carlos be- 
lieves he cannot lose his last opportunity of 
fighting for the throne of Spain. Both his 
wife, Donna Berta, and his son, Don Jaime, 
insist upon prompt action, because the parti- 
sans assure them that 60,000 armed volun- 
teers are ready to rise in the country along 
the Pyrenees and from the sea into cen- 
tral Spain. They have money and arms 
and only lack officers. Carlos’ supporters 
hope to get the army discontented by the 
peace settlement and loss of territory. 

Don Carlos is only held back by the fear 
of incurring the severe displeasure of the 
Pope. Austria and France are not expected 
to put many obstacles in the way of the 
Carlists getting arms and supplies in their

ANXIETY REGARDING SITUATION IN 


Washington, D. C., 
In the opinion of the leading officials of the 
administration the prospects for peace grow 
It is taken for grant- 
ed by the President and the Cabinet that the 
long session of the Spanish Council of State 
means the probable acceptance of the Amer- 
ican terms preliminary to actual peace. It 
is sald that if the sentiment in Madrid were 
otherwise a decision would be reached With- 
out much deliberation, and as the American 
note has been given such extensive consid- 
eration it is believed there must be a strong 
minority, if not a majority, of the Spanish 
Cabinet in favor of accepting the terms. 

President McKinley had nothing before 
him this afternoon of an official character 
bearing upon the probable action of Spain, 
but he was particularly interested in the

from Madrid are so carefully censored that 
they are not altogether reliable. 

The President still places his ghief reliance 
in his conversation with Ambassador Cam- 
bon. Entirely misleading reports have been 
given out as to the position of the French 
Ambassador. He has no direct powers from 
Spain whatsoever, but he has authority 
which he has used to explain in general 
terms what Spain considers a reasonable 
basis for the coming negotiations.

BLAME RESTS ON SHAFTER 


Recruits Lie on Wet Blankets 
Between a Mule Stable 


and Fever Hospital. 


NO ATTEMPT AT ISOLATJON. 


BY OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 

H. J. WHIGHAM. 

Siboney, July 14.—[Gpecial Correspond- 
ence.]—Disease is beginning to make itself 
a potent factor in our army. Here are a 
few unpleasant facts that must be told: 

While the Spaniards, like wise people, were 
parleying for time they were simply wait- 
ing. for our army to fall to pieces with 
disease; while their expectations in that 
direction were not UMkely to be fulfilled it 
must be confessed that the wise organizers 
of this campaign are doing everything in 
their power to court epidemic. 

Last night, for instance, the rain and 
thunder were positively terrific. That was 
not the fault of General Shafter. But it cer- 
tainly was his fault that some wretched 
volunteers and recruits spent the night ina 


muddy lane, with absolutely no shelter from 


the deluge, no chance of heating their coffee, 
with nothing to eat but sopping hard tack. 
Considering the extraordinary lassitude 
evinced in our tactics during the last ten 
days, there could be no possible object in 
hurrying these poor fellows to the front 
without any regard for their constitutions, 


No Camp Ground Selected. 


In any well organi ampaign a regiment 
under normal circumstances is marched into 
a camp already selected for it and not left to 
wallow helplessly in two feet of mud. Con- 
sidering that this was their first experience 
of campaigning in Cuba it is not surprising 
that one of the volunteers asked himself 
audibly in the morning as he started break- 
fastless for the front why he had ever been 
such a fool as to volunteer for active service. 

Some of the recruits who finally straggled 
into headquarters last night were even more 


rudely awakened to the stern realities of | 


war. Tired and hungry they threw them- 
selves on their blankets under the drench- 
ing torrents of rain to find themselves lying 
with the mule stables on one side of them 
and the fever hospital on the Other. The 
mules whinnied all night long with terror, 
so loud were the thunderclaps, while oa the 
other side the sick men groaned and vomiied 
as they lay in their muddy beds. For this 
hospital, it must be remembered, is merely a 
collection of shelter tents, little dog-kennel 
affairs, which only serve to collect the heavy 
Cuban rains. 


No Attempt to Isolate the Sick. 
Last night yellow fever had definitely 
broken out in camp. So far no isolation has 
been attempted. Here we are at headquar- 
ters in a swamp churned up and befouled by 


,» mule trains, with groaning fever patients all 


around us, and three cases of yellow fever 
within a hundred feet of our tents. In the 
morning when the rain has ceased the ex- 
halations from the foul ground go up in a 
thick vapor and hang over the valley, and 
all the while the place is getting more crowd- 
ed, although drafts of sick and wounded go 
constantly to the shore. 


This is not a pretty picture, but it is the“ 


melancholy truth,.and all the more melan- 


| choly because the most ordinary foresight 


could have prevented néarly all our sickness. 
The fatuity ot. the organizers of this camp is 
almost beyond comprehension. Not content 
with flatly disregarding the warnings of 
every one who knows anything of the Cuban 
climate, they have so arranged that even 
today several regiments are badly rationed, 
and on one occasionia whole brigade was ab- 
solutely without quinine for forty-vight 
hours, while the men were dropping out in 
every direction with fever. 8 

Still, the spirits of the men keep up in 
wonderful fashion. Every one of course is 
tired of this return to the old peaceful meth- 
od of making war, and every one turns a Un- 
gering glance homewards. 


Volunteers Suffer Worst. 

The volunteer suffers the most. He is 
willing, as a rule, to fight and die for his 
country, but he distinctly objects to march- 
ing or lying in wet trenches for his country. 
Moreover, they have been sadly handi- 
capped in many cases. It seems almost 
crimina] to put men under fire with Spring- 
field rifles and tell them they must not shoot. 
Still, we are learning by experience, and 
one excellent lesson has been taught us by 
the danger of using black powder. It is 
to be hoped that all efforts will be made to 
secure smokeless powder for the volunteers 
who enter active service in the future. 

Again, volunteers in most cases should 
be officered by men from the regular forces. 
One regiment of volunteers on the Ist of 


experience, but these are things requiring 
time and opportunity. 
Our amateur military authorities are per- 
haps the most hopeless part of the whole 
scheme. How any one in his senses could 
have equipped our volunteers with thick 
woolen overcoats it is difficult to conceive. 
The food supply of the army is equally 
at fault. No body of men in the world is 
better fed, perhaps, than the American 
army at home. But I am convinced by bit- 
ter experience, and the commissariat de- 
partment ought to have been convinced 
long ago, that bacon, and hardtack, and 
beans are not the articlés of food in a warm 
climate, and yet these form the main avall- 
able portion of the supply now at the front. 
Tomatoes are excellent, and fortunately 
we have them in large quantities, though 
not large enough, but canned fruits are 
obviously: best suited for this sort of cam- 
paign, and they certainly should be served 
out with the regular rations; and in every 
way the quality of food should be lightened. 


Silver Lining in the Cloud. 

It must be understood, however, that this 
is not intended to be entirely a letter of 
complaint. Campaigning is, after all, pleas- 
ant work in Cuba except when the dreaded 
rainy season makes itself too obvious. What 


Is really annoying is the irritating fact that 


at least half our existing ills might so easily 
have been avoided. 

We need at least twenty-five more doctors 
and probably 300 more mules, and we need 
above all some slight attention paid to the 
sanitary regulations. When the first rain- 
storm struck us I saw several regiments 
under shelter tents, not orie of which was 
trenched. Of course the men were sitting 
in three inches of water before five minutes 
had passed. 

I am told that the lack of food during the 
first three or four days of our march inland 
was a blessing in disguise, for overeating 
is particularly disastrous in a warm climate. 
Personally, I would accept a few hardtack 
and risk the disasters, and I am positive 
that most of the officers and men of our 
‘army would do the same, i

‘TROOPS HUNGRY AND ILL. 


Futile Struggle to Hold Out 
Under Many Adverse 
Circumstances. 


WOULD SACRIFICE HIMSELF. 


Guantanamo 

Cuba, July 26.—[Correspondence of the As- 
sociated Press. I—An official report of Gen- 
eral Linares to the Madrid government, 
transmitted on July 13, is full of pathos, as 
it tells of Spaniards thousands of miles from 
home starving to defend property which the 
owners have deserted. The report, sent by 
cable on July 13, was addressed to the Min- 
ister of War. It was translated for the Asso- 
clated Press by Commodore Schley. The 
text in full is as follows: 


Minister of War from the General-in-Chief 
of the Division of Santiago de Cuba: Al- 
though confined to my bed by great weak- 
ness and in much pain, the situation of the 
long-suffering troops here occupies my mind 
to such an extent that I deem it my duty to 
address your Excellency that the state of 
affairs may be explained. 

‘** Enemy’s lines near the town; on account 
of the nature of the ground our lines are 
in full view from them. Troops weak; sick 
in considerable proportion not sent to hos- 
pitals, owing to the necessity for keeping 
them in the intrenchments. Horses and 
mules without the usual allowance of forage. 
In the midst of the wet season, with twenty 
hours’ daily fall of rain in the trenches, 
which are simply ditches dug in the ground 
without any permanent shelter for the men. 
The men have nothing but rice to eat, and 
no means of changing or drying their cloth- 


ing. 

** Considerable losses; field officers and 
company officers killed, wounded, sick, de- 
prive the troops of necessary orders in 
critical moments. 

Under these circumstances it is impossi- 
ble to fight our way out, because in at- 
tempting to do so our force would be lack- 
ing one-third of the men, who could not 
leave, and we would be weakened besides 
by casualties caused by the enemy, result- 
ing finally in a veritable disaster without 
saving our diminished battalions. In order 
to get out, protected by the Holguin division, 
it will be necessary for them to come and 
break the enemy's lines in one place, so that 
my forces may break through in another, 
both acting in conjunction. For this opera- 
tion the Holguin division will require eight 
days, and will have to bring a large amount 
of rations, which it is impossible ta, trans- 
port. 

The solution of the question is ominous- 
ly imposed upon us. Our surrender is in- 
evitable and we can only succeed in prolong- 
ing the agony. The sacrifice is useless, and 
the enemy understand this. They see our 
lines, theirs being well established close 
up. They tire out our men without ex- 
posing themselves, Yesterday they can- 
nonaded us on land with such an elevation 


that we were unable to see their batteries, 


and from the sea by the squadron, which 
had perfect range, and bombarded the 
town in sections with mathematical pre- 
‘cision. : 

„The complete exodus of the inhabitants, 
insular as well as peninsular, includes the 
occupants of the public offices, with few ex- 
ceptions. There only remain the clergy, 
and they today started to leave the town, 
with the Archbishop at their head. 

The defenders here cannot now begin 
a campaign full of enthusiasm and energy. 
They came here three years ago, struggling

£10,000 for joining the directorate of the 
Cycle Tube company. The Earl, wi 
added, said he could not take the mon 
personally, but remarked that it would be 
given to his brother, Mr. Fitch-Hatfen, 
Continuing, Mr. Hooley asserted that the 
Ear! of Winchilsea also received £2,000 for 
joining the directorate of a horseless Cafe 
riage company. 


Efforts to Bribe the Witness, 


As to the Earl of Albemarle, Mr. Hoole, 
said that his “silly disclaimer” did not 
need an explanation. Mr. Hooley testified 
that Earl de la Warr offered him £1,000to 
say that the £25,000 paid him by the witness 
was a gift made after the flotation of the 
company in which the Earl figured.

RETIRE. 
Colonel of the Fourth In- 


fantry Arrives at Fort 
Sheridan from Cuba. 


READY TO LEAVE ARMY. 


Broken in Health, After Forty 
Years of Service, He Asks 
for a Dismissal. 


THOMAS RETURNS FROM CUBA 


Colonel Augustus Hudson Bainbridge, who 
commanded the Fourth Infantry in the bat- 
tle of El Caney before Santiago, has peti- 
tioned the War department to sanction his 
retirement feom the army. Yesterday he 
returned to his family at Fort Sheridan, 
broken in health from exposure on the bat- 
tlefields of Cuba, to await a reply to his pe- 
tition. He was ordered home by General 
Shafter, and will not again take the field 
unless his services are called for by the War 
department. > 

On Thursday, Aug. 11, Colonel Bainbridge 
will see the end of his fortieth year of serv- 
leg. He begam his military life as a private 
in the ranks, and less than two months ago 
earned the title of Colonel. 

Colonel Baihbridge, then Lleutenant Col- 
onel, left Fort Sheridan with the Fourth In- 
fantry April 19, and went to Tampa with 
Colonel Hall in command. On May 27 he 
received his promotion, and took command 
of the regimient. From that time until the 
fall of Santiago he marched at the head of 
his command in spite of his advanced years. 
He was unwilling to ask for retirement until 
the Stars and Stripes were floating over the 
Cuban city. 

From the time he landed on the island, 
June 22, he was without a Horse, and was 
compelled to. endure the tedious marches in 

the withering sun. ‘He lost strength rapidly, 
and it was this which caused Genera! Shafter 
to order him back to his post. Colonel Bain- 
bridge says that he will regain his strength 
and return to service if he is wanted. He 
passed through all the fatigue of the invasion 
with his men, and has only the highest praise 
for the conduct of both the regulars and vol- 


unteers. 


Tells of Hardships in Cuba. 


Colonel Bainbridge embarked at Tampa on 
June 7 on the transport Concha, and, after 
standing seven days in the overcrowded ship, 
was convoyed to the vicinity of Santiago, 
where the Fort Sheridan boys passed 
through service which Colonel Bainbridge 
says was harder than any he encountered 
during the entire rebellion. 

“We made forced marches and slept out in 
the rain when waterproof coats were of no 
more protection than paper,“ said Colonel 
Bainbridge, and I never saw new men 
face hatdships and darger with as little fear. 
At Baiquiri it was about 8 o’clock on the 
morning of June 22 when the troops began to 
go ashore. We learned that the Spaniards 
had held the post until about 5 o'clock in 
the morning and then fied. From what I saw 
of the fortifications at that point and the 
trenches which the Spaniards had thrown up 
rear the shore I would say that 1,000 well- 
drilled men could have held the post against 
Shafter's entire force. 

„ Our first day’s march was to Siboney, 
about seven miles west of the landing place 
and towarde Santiago. The fight between 
the Rough Riders and the Spaniards took 
place on the following day, but through a 
mistake we failed to even see the fight. We 
were ordered to strike the enemy on the left, 
and started out northwest from our camp 
to follow a road which would lead us to our 
position. But the trail became lost in the 
sage brusn, and after marching from 9 
o’clock in the morning until 9 that evening 
we came up with the main body, and found 
the fighting had been concluded several 
hours. 

„ne fight which caused the death of First 
Licutenant Neary, Second Lieutenant Ber- 
nard, and Second Lieutenant Hughes was 
that of El Caney on the morning of July 1. 

he engagement lasted for about five hours, 
and when it was ended we counted thirty- 

dead. 

. the battle of El Caney we were in 
skirmishes nearly every day until Santiago 
surrendered. It rained every day I was in 
Cuba, with perhaps one or two exceptions, 
and with the water and long marches I 
lost about twenty-two pounds. Many of the 
younger men who were less seasoned than 
I became frequently exhausted and many 
were compelled to return.“ 

Colonel Bainbridge, who went into the 
army as an enlisted man at Newport Bar- 
racks, Ky., forty years ago, was born in 
Varick, N. V., Dec. 7, 1836. His father was 
a farmer. He saw his first service in the 
field with the Army of the Potomac. He 
was with the Fourteenth Infantry until 
1892, when he was promoted to the rank of 
Major. For gallant services during the 
operations on the Weldon railroad, Virgin- 
la.“ he had been made Captain by brevet 
on Aug. 18, 1864. He was appointed to Com- 
pany A and was engaged at the battles of 
Antietam, Leetown, Fredericksburg, and 
Mine Run. At the close of the rebellion 
Captain Bainbridge was sent with his com- 
pany to Vancouver Barracks, Wash., and 
since then has seen service in Indian fight- 
ing and on various details.

Chaplain Anxious to Fight. 
.Chaplain Brown of Arizona was seen to 
seize the carbine of a wounded trooper as 
the fight began to grow flerce and work his 
way to the front of the fighting line. Col- 
onel Roosevelt remonstrated. 

„ According to the articles of war, chap- 
lain,” he said, you are not allowed to han- 
dle firearms.” 

“D—— the articles of war!“ came the 
quick response. Here's where I'm needed 
now.” And there he staid. 

Of the bravery, coolness, and unselfishness 
exhibited by the men Lieutenant Thomas 
could not say enough. He told of Thomas 
Isbell, an Indian, who was shot seven times 
before he would allow himself to be carned 
from the field; and of Sergeant Joseph 
Kline, who fired 281 shots in two hours and 
forty minutes. It was Sergeant Kline who 
bound up Lieutenant Thomas’ wound with 
a Spanish windlass,’’ made from the ser- 
geant's cantcen strap. 

Captain James McClintock of Troop A, 
formerly a newspaper man of Pheenix, Ariz., 
tells of a slow trooper who, before the bat- 
tle, always went through the manual of 
arms about twenty seconds behind the oth- 
ers. In the fight, however, he worked his 
way rapidly to the front, and when Captain 
McClintock fell, shot through the body, the 
slow trooper, who lay not far from him with 
the blood oozing from: a wound in the side, 
crawled painfully over until his body lay 
between his Captain’s and the line of Span- 
ish fire and said: 

Don't worry, Captain; their bullets will 
have to go through my body first.” 

When both men were picked up alive to 
be taken to the hospital ship five bullets 
were found to have plowed through the 
bloody earth a few inches from the slow 
trooper's body. 


Lieutenant Day’s Coolness. 

In the hottest part of the fight Second 
Lieutenant Richard Cushing Day, nephew 
of the man who blew up the Albermarle, 
coolly stopped to light a cigaret. As he 
struck the match one of his friends cried: 

Just hold your cigaret up, Dick. The 
Spaniards will give you a light.“ 

Lieutenant Day, who stands 6 feet 2 inches, 
has been dubbed “ Forty-eight Hours“ by 
his comrades because he is such a long Day. 

Concerning the march Lieutenant Thomas 
said Troop L finished it intact, Trooper L. 
T. Phillpot of the Indian Territory, who had 
not entirely recovered from an attack or 
measles from which he suffered on board 
the transport, keeping his place in the ranks 
all the way. He also spoke with enthusiasm 
of the bravery of Brigadier General Wood 
and of the indefatigable work of the sur- 
geons and nurses, especially of Assistant 
Surgeon Wood, who carried more than one 
wounded soldier from the field on his back. 

Lieutenant Thomas has a furlough of 
twenty days. He is anxious to get'back to 
the front, but will not discuss his chances 
for doing so.

That the Gov- 
ernment Will Not Need Many 
More Soldiers.

On His Behalf the American 


Trophy Is in a Few Days 
to Be Challenged. 


YACHT OF IRISH MAKE. 


Contesting Craft Will Be Essen- 
tially a Product of the 
Emerald Isle. | 


WANTS BEST BOAT TO WIN. 


(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
JOURNAL AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
London, Aug. 1.—I am authorized to an- 

nounce that a chajlenge for the America’s 
cup, which the Royal Ulster Yacht club of 
Belfast will send in a few days to the New 
York Yacht club, is on behalf of Sir Thomas 
J. Lipton for a race next season. The boat 
will be a large cutter, about the size of 
Valkyrie, and will be built at Belfast. The 
exact dimensions and details of construc- 
tion are not yet fully decided. Everything 
about the yacht will be Irish. Its name 
will probably be Emerald. There wil! be 
no conditions asked in the challenge. That 
is Sir Thomas Lipton’s most rigid require- 
ment. 

I have seen American yacht racing.“ said 
he to members of the club: “ I am satisfied it 
is as fair and honorable as any gentleman 
could wish. The cup is not to be won by 
conditions, but by the best boat.“ 

This is distinctly an Irish challenge. While 
Lord Dunraven is Irish, his boats were 
built on the Clyde, and everything about 
them is decidedly Scotch, with a slight Eng- 
lish flavor. He challenged in the name of 
the Royal Yacht squadron, essentially an 
English club. Ireland played no part in the 
glory of trying to win the famous cup, but 
Sir Thomas Lipton is intensely patriotic to 
his native isle. He had belonged to no yacht 
club until recently, though he could have 
joined any he chose. He selected the Royal 
Ulster, because it is nearest to his birth- 
place, and that organization, little known in 
America, will have the honor of sending 
forth what will probably be the most dan- 
gerous rival American yachtsmen have to 
meet. 

There are nc fair weather sailors in the 
Ulster club. Their yachts, big and little, 
thrash about the stormy coast of Ireland in 
all kinds of weather. Marquis Dufferin, 
once Governor General of Canada, now 
commonly called England's greatest diplo- 
matist, is Commodore. 

There are many noted Irishmen members 
of the club. The name of the designer and 
builder has has not yet been announced, nor 
whether it is to be a wooden boat or metal. 
Within a week, however, all plans will be 
settled and work will be begun as soon as 
possible in order to have the yacht ready 
for tuning up trials early next season. 
There will be no question of expense. Lip- 
ton is determined to win the cup, and is will- 
ing to spend any amount. He has never 
been a yachtsman, but is now plunging into 
the sport with tremendous enthusiasm and 
energy. 

There have been so many stories about 
his matrimonial intentions, he being a bach- 
elor, that his friends say the cup is the 
American bride he seeks to win, but he must 
have her fairly and honorably without quib- 
bling over petty conditions, protests, or 
fluke races. 

He is entirely satisfied with the rules of 
the New York club governing the last race, 
and will ask only the enforcement of regu- 
lations to prevent excursion boats over- 
crowding the course. 


Discussed in New York. 


New York, Aug. 1.—[Special.]—Regarding 
the challenge for the America’s Cup by the 
Royal Ulster Yacht club, Secretary J. V. 
Oddie of the New York Yacht club said: 

As yet I have received no challenge from 
the Royal Ulster Yacht club and have not 
the slightest idea in whose behalf the chal- 
lenge will be issued. I hope the story of the 
challenge is true. We want a little excite- 
ment hke a cup challenge to stir matters 
up.“ 

Ex- Commodore James D. Smith, chairman 
of the America's Cup commission, when seen 
at his Stamford home today said: 

No matter who comes over, he will be 
given every chance and the fairest possible 
conditions, such as governed the last race, 
and more than that no fair-minded sports- 
man could ask.“ 

While the members of the New Fork 
Yacht club were rather chary of talking 
about the coming cup race until a challenge 
had actually been received, it was whis- 
péred that the Defender would not be relied 
upon to defend the cup alone, but that a 
new boat would be designed by the Herre- 
shoffs. It is said that Commodore J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, the official head of the New 
York Yacht club, will be the owner of the 
new yacht, though it is possible that a num- 
ber of other yachtsmen, including W. K. 
Vanderbilt, C. Oliver Iselin, and E. I. Mor- 
gan, may join the Commodore in building a

‘In fact I am able to state with authority 
that the Cabinet Ministers believe the whole 
peace negotiations may be completed in less 
than one month. 


Liberal States Alleged Terms. 
Madrid, Aug. 1.—The Liberal says today 
that the Spanish-American peace commis- 
sioners are to meet in London and that the 
points which will be discussed will be the dis- 
position to be made of the Philippine Islands, 
the payment of the Cuban debt, the evacua- 


ership of the war material in the Antilles. 

The Spanish Minister for War, General 
Correa, is said to be“ actively arranging for 
the repatriation of the Santiago soldiers,” 
the first of whom are expected to arrive in 
Spain at the end of August. 

The most important point under considera- 
tion by the Ministers at the last meeting was 
whether the government has the right to 
negotiate without the codperation of ihe 
Cortes a treaty of peace implying a mutila- 
tion of the nation’s territory. The King, 
according to the constitution, must be au- 
thorized by special law in order to alienate, 
cede, or exchange any portion of the Spanish 
territory. 

A surtax of six pesetas will probably be 
imposed upon grain imports. 

Advices received here from Havana say 
the Cuban blockade is maintained in the 
most vigorous manner. 

,An American warship is reported to have 
bombarded San Savorine and Matanzas. 

A dispatch to the Imparcial from Havana 
says that a force of 400 infantry and cavalry 
under the United States flag recently at- 
tacked a detachment of Spanish engineers 
at Gracioso. The dispatch then says that 
some volunteers from Cardenas went to the 
assistance of the engineers and the enemy 
was driven off, leaving ten men dead on the 
field." The Spanish losses are said to have 
been an officer and two men wounded.

The 
manner in which our troops have been re- 
ceived should ease the consciences of the 
mugwumps who have been protesting 
against a war of conquest,” and have been 
so much in dread lest we should carry free- 
dom to a people who were unwilling to 
ceive it. | 


KEEP ALL THE PHILIPPINES. 

In discussing what disposal to make of the 
Philippines some of the President’s advisers 
are said to favor keeping only a coaling sta- 
tion and giving back all the islands to Spain. 
What good sense is there in such a plan? 
What was the use in sending Merritt and 
his army to Manila? Where is the justice, 


heroes, or to the American or Philippine 
people? The proposition will not bear in- 
spection, and the more closely it is looked 
at the more like a shameful blunder it ap- 
pears. If this is all we are to have in the 
Philippines then Dewey's splendid victory 
might as well never have been won, for 
Spain could easily have been induced to 
yield so small a point merely by the pres- 
gure brought to bear in the West Indies. 
Indeed, it reduces the brilliant achievement 
of Manila Bay to the level of a cruel blun- 
der—almost a crime. For the New York 
Sun is right when it says: 

If we intended to exact only a coaling station it 
would have been wiser and kinder to have avoided 
any decisive naval demonstration in the harbor 
of Manila, for then Aguinaldo’s followers would 
not have been emboldened to revolt and thus expoge 
themselves to future measures of vindictive re- 
pression on part of restored Spanish authority. We 
Shall become accomplices in the massacre of the 
rebels of Luzon if we restore the Philippines to 
Spain and enable her to use for their subjugation 
the 100,000 disciplined soldiers now stationed in 
Cuba and Porto Rico. If that is to be the outcome 
of Admiral Dewey's victory his great achievement 
at Cavite will prove to have been a curse and not 
a blessing to the temporarily encouraged victims 
of Spanish oppression. 4 

In order to insure the return of the Phil- 
ippines to Spain it will become the duty of 
our army to put down Aguinaldo and his 
insurgent armies. Unless we do that wrong- 
ful act Spain will simply begin another in- 
términable war of cruelty like that in Cuba. 
But it is nonsense to suppose that Congress 
will ever consent to this country’s going into 
any such nefarious business. The idea is 
as repugnant to the American people as that 
other Spanish proposition—that we shoul- 
der the Spanish debt secured on Cuban 
bonds. France would be only too ready to 
indorse both demands, for French capital- 
ists hold nearly all the Cuban bonds. But 
Congress will never consent to such terms 
of peace. If the administration were to put 
them into practice it would destroy itself. 

There is no middle course between deliv- 
ering Aguinaldo up to the mercies of Spain 
or taking all the islands and completifig the 
good work we have so gloriously begun. 
The talk of requiring amnesty and govern- 
mental reforms for the Philippine natives 
at Spain's hands is mere empty wind. Have 
we not had enough of Spanish promises and 
Spanish reforms in Cuba? Willa Spanish 
government be any more likely to act with 
civilized decency 7,000 miles across the Pa- 
cific than within 100 miles of our shores? 
Again the Sun’s editorial strikes the nail 
on the head: 5 

Is that perfidious power more likely to be con- 
trolled by paper guarantees at the further end of 
the globe than she was by those given to Cuba by 
Martinez Campos in 1878? Let us not try to de- 
,ceive ourselves or others in this matter. If we 
‘are determined to replace the natives of the Phil- 
ippines under the yoke of their old taskmaster, 
let us do it with a bold and cynical indifference 
to the opinions of the world. Let us not sneak 
behind a pretended belief in Spanish good faith 
and humanity. 

Neither is there any good sense in the 
proposition to keep only Manila or only the 
Island of Luzon. We should thenceforth 
have in Spain à vindictive neighbor, ever 
| on the watch to take us at a disadvantage 
or to place her ports at the disposal of some 
hostile power. Spanish agitators and Span- 
ish priests would be forever stirring up dis- 
content on our island and retarding the 
work of Americanizing it. We should be 
continually in hot water and in the end we 
should have another war on our hands, 
with all our work to do over again. 

It is too soon to talk of making peace. 
Spain must be whipped still more before it 
is ready to make or execute a satisfactory 
peace: Let the war proceed with vigor. 
Send General Merritt more men if he néeds 
them to make a good job of it in the Philip- 
pines. Let us think no more either of re- 
turning those islands or of paying the Cuban 
bonds. It would have been as reasonable 
for the Confederacy to demand that the 
United States assume its debt and pay for 
its slaves after the civil war as for Spain 
to demand that this country pay the Cuban 
debt or send money and soldiers to help 
Spain put down Aguinaldo. The only right 
and satisfactory settlement of the Philip- 
pine question is to keep all the islands.

WEGLECT OF SICK SOLDIERS. 

There must be something desperately 
wrong in the hospital and commissary de- 
partments at Siboney to permit of two such 
cases of wholesale and atrocious neglect 
as those of the hospital transports Seneca 
and Concha. The suffering inflicted upon 
the sick on the voyage of the Seneca to 
New York has been commented upon in 
these columns before. It was a case of of- 
cial negligence which might occur once and 
be overlooked with a severe reprimand. 
But now the steamship Concha has just 
completed the same trip under still more 
harrowing circumstances. All advices 
agree that the voyage was one of consum- 
mate misery for all on board, while it should 
have been one of comparative comfort, and 
would have been such if there had not been 
some criminal negligence and incompetence 

t the Santiago end. As it was, five pa- 
tients died and were buried at sea who 
might have been saved, and the whole 175 
invalids on board were subjected to much 
needless suffering. 

Most of these patients were convalescent 
from yellow fever and typhoid. Any one 
who has had the slightest experience with 
either of these diseases knows that it is al- 
most certain death for such convalescents 
to eat solid or harsh food of any sort. They 
need the tenderest care and the most careful 
diet. Yet these 175 sick officers and men 
were hurried aboard the Concha without 
blankets and but half clothed. None of the 
drugs needed for their successful treatment 
were provided. Worst of all, the only food 
on board was army rations—hardtack, 
bacon, and beans—not one mouthful of 
which could be safely swallowed by a 
fever invalid. Such is the treatment ac- 
corded, through eight long days, to men who 
had done valiant service at El Caney or 
La Quasina. No wonder five of them di 
and the rest arrived in New Yo j 
like reconcentrados in the 
starvation. 

There was no reasonable cause for such 
a state of affairs on board the Concha, any 
more than there was on the Seneca a week 
ago. The Cuban hospitals and hospital 
ships are not devoid of the food and - 
forts that were needed on board these ves- 
sels. It was somebody's duty to see that 
the Concha was supplied with these when

hastily and summarily emptied into this 
vessel. Nobody did it. It was the duty of 
the hospital authorities to see that nurses 
were provided to accompany these invalids, 
many of whom had to be carried on board 
in stretchers. There were ho nurses. If 
it had not been for the heroic and self-sac- 
rificing efforts of Dr. Lesser and his seven 
-Red Crogs nurses, all of whom were inval- 
ids going home on sick leave and themselves 
n need of care, the results of this wholesale 
flicial blundering would certainly have 
been much worse than they were. They 
worked night and day with what poor facil- 
ities they had, and one correspondent says 
it was chiefly their heroic work that kept 
alive one-half the patients on the steamer. 
The two days of needless delay at Hamp- 
ton Roads constitute another case of official 
dereliction. Four men died during that 
time, not one of whom might not have been 
saved if he could have been attended to in 
a hospital ashore. Yet the terror of the 
people for yellow fever did not prevent their 
sending on board some drugs and clothing, 
| and steward’s purchase of proper food 
supplies put things in better shape for the 
rest of the trip. The marked improvement 
which followed is but an added proof of the 
fact that the deaths which occurred before 
were due to neglect. It was well enough 
to hasten the departure of convalescents to 
a cooler climate, but in a war for humanity 
this is not supposed to include the dumping 
of a couple of hundred helpless invalids 
into a steamer without clothing, nurses, 
drugs, or food. Some immediate and strin- 
gent investigations are needed at Siboney.

anything like the spirit of 
abject cowardice reported from the Philip- 
pine village of Angelus, in the Province of 
Pampanga. It is sald that 250 Spanish sol- 
dlers, on learning that 200 insurgents were 
coming to attack them there, herded to- 
gether the women and children of the town 
and madethem stand as a human breast work 
between themselves and the -insurgents. 
From their cowardly vantage ground the 
Spaniards fired three volleys, but the in- 
surgents are said to have had the manhood 
to desist from returning the fire. There is 
something irretrievably base in an act like 
this of the Spaniards. Every brave man the 
world over despises the poltroon who will 
save himself at the peril of a woman or a 
child. Yet this act is of a piece with the 
killing and starving of the harmless recon- 
centradosin Cuba. It is merely one more ex- 
hibition of Spanish honor,“ and one more 
proof that we owe it to ourselves and to the 
common cause of humanity to drive the 
Spaniards forever out of the Philippines as 
well as out of Cuba and Porto Rico. Sol- 
diers that will hide behind women’s skirts 
are only one phase of the cruelty and in- 
humanity that make up the whole Spanish 
| character. No nation that sanctions any 
such act is fit to rule anything. 


AS TO THE SURRENDER POLICY. 
There is a peculiar significance in the 
almost entire unanimity with which the 
| British press, in the discussion of the terths 
t peace between Spain and the United 
tates, urges upon the latter the duty of 
retaining possession of the Philippine Is- 
lands. A special London correspondent in 
Tue Tripune of Sunday last said on this 
point: “Nearly all- the writers, in their 
eagerness to have the Americans remain 
in the Philippines, lay stress upon the in- 
justice and immorality of handing over the 
rebels to their old Spanish masters,” while 
Harold Frederic, the well informed London 
correspondent, in the paste issue bore testi- 
mony as follows: 
If at this moment there can be said to be one 
predominant idea in the British mind on the sub- 
ject, it is one of,sharp incredulity that the Ameri- 
cans are gong to fumble the fortunes of that race 
in the Malaysian Pacific, It would be impossible 
to convey to you the depth and fervor of this feel- 
ing here. It is the literal truth that among the 
members of Parliament and the big class of 
strong. educated men in the professions, business, 
end the like, who shape final English opinion, 
there is more real anxiety about Washington’s 
decision on the Philippine policy than there ever 
was about Washington's menacink posture over 
Venezuela. 
There could probably be no better sum- 
ming up of the English view of the sub- 
ject than that furnished by the London 
Daily Chronicle when, it said u few days 
ago: 
America may make the Philippines an apple 
Miscord among the nations of Burope. That

Dewey and General Merritt there with 
20,000 regular and volunteer soldiers to 
complete the extermination of the Spanish 
power and to establish a stable and equi- 
table government, is well stated by the 
New York Sun when it says: 
„The renunciation of the Philippines would in- 
volve a breach of the national honor. Having 
proclaimed Spain unfit to govern colonial depend- 
encies, and having ourselves come forward in the 


role of liberators of the oppressed, we cannot re- 
fuse to the inhabitants of Luzon and its sister

Rear Admiral McNair is a

Nair’s was in especially bad taste in view 
of his own circumstances and position. It 
was due only to a slight turn in the wheel 
of fortune that Admiral McNair was not in 
Dewey's place at the battle of Manila. He 
had for several years been in command of 
the. Asiatic squadron, and had only a few 
weeks before been detailed for a period 
of shore duty, in accordance with the 
rules of the service. If the war had broken 
out a few months earlier Admiral McNair 
would have had the duty of smashing the 
Spanish squadron at the Philippines in- 
stead of Dewey. No doubt he would have 
done the work successfully, and earned the 
glory that now belongs irrevocably to the 
other. Admiral McNair has not attempted 
to conceal his chagrin over the fact that he 
was thus deprived by chance of the glories 
of active service. It, therefore, ill becomes 
him to take the lead in heaping upon a 
Spanish prisoner of war the honors of some 
distinguished guest. It is to be hoped we 
have now heard the last of banquets for 
Cervera. They can do nothing but harm, 
both to him and to us. :

It will be noticed that of all the com- 
modities quoted silver is the only one which 
has fallen in price. The others have gone 
up from 15 to 100 per cent. What has 
become of the law Bryan and his organ 
used to lay ‘so much stress on that silver 
and wheat and other agricultural products 
were so tied together that if the former fell 
in price the latter must fall, too? The mar- 
ket reports of the World-Herald contradict 
most impudently its editorials of 1896. 

It is proper to ask what has become 
of. the contention of the Bryanites that 
there could be no advance in prices unless 
free coinage at the fraudulent ratio of 16 
to 1 was secured, and of the further con- 
tention that if the gold standard was re- 
tained there must be a steady decline in 
prices. The Bryanites chattered inces- 
santly about the “appreciating gold dol- 
lar.” They alleged that the prices of the 
farmer’s products would fall and hence 
he would be less able to pay his taxes 
and clear off mortgages. Those state- 
ments won many a vote for the Bryan 
ticket. 

There is not a farmer in the United States 
who does not know that prices of bread- 
stuffs and provisions have advanced great- 
ly since Bryan was nominated, in spite of 
his prediction that they could not advance.

Imperialism No Menace to Our National 


OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES. 


This Nation Must Move Forward—We 
Must No Longer Be the Hermit Peo- 
ple of the Western Hemisphere. 


A spirit of ultra conversatism is mani- 
fested to a limited extent as the duty of 
framing a treaty of peace with Spain draws 
near. It appears among a few public men 
and a few journals, and takes the position 
that the United States, by its traditions and 
interests, is committed to a general policy ot 
isolation. To extend our borders is claimed 
to be dangerous in principle and contrary to 
some unwritten law which is unrecognized 
in any other nation. Our revolutionary fore- 
fathers are said to have taken this stand, 
though in practice they carried throvgh a 
union of all the American colonies and fixed 
their eyes on the rich valleys of the West, 
a region which Washington visited, and of 
which he often spoke and wrote. But the 
ultra-conservatives of his day declared it 
would be a fatal mistake to go beyond the 
Alleghanies. With every extension of Amert- 
ean territory they have come forward with 
the cry that the United States was breaking 
down old safeguards and violating some in- 
visible rule vital to its welfare. The acquisi- 
tion of the country beyond the Mississippi, 
ef Florida, California, and Alaska, was op- 
posed on the same ground. A few years ago 
our flag was pulled down on Hawaii by a 
President who stood by the “ unwritten 
law as an ultra conservative, though in 
the course of time the question came up 
again more imperatively than ever and was 
— right. The flag was restored and will 


Ever since the Unitéd States came into ex- 
jetcnee its boundaries have advanced at in- 
tervals, and in no case have predictions of 
evil been verified. The extension of territory 
in every instance has been a source of pros- 
perity to all concerned and especially a 
blessing to the people annexed. Who could 
dream today of parting with a foot of land 
anywhere added to the original colonies? 
Not one rational reason could be given for 
such a course, and the reasons urged against 
past annexation were plainly based on false 
premises. Every enlargement of the country 
Stands fully vindicated. Yet the arguments 
offered heretofore are heard again in the 
same form. We are warned against the hid- 
den perils of retaining islands won in war. 
It is not assumed to be dangerous for other 
nations to scize territory even in peace. But 
we are advised by the ultra conservatives to 
surrender the fruits of victory because some 
deeply concealed obligation of our form of 
government requires us to live. and die 
o ourselves, as if this is possible to the 
world’s greatest republic and impossible, or 
good authority, to the individual. l 
There were men when the country was 
founded ho preferred thirteen hermit col- 
onies, and they were the forerunners of those 
who now want this to be the hermit nation 
of the Western world. They are deluded. 
What they favor is impossible. The mission

An Impossible Suggestion. 


Major General Wesley Merritt, the rank- 
ing officer of the army next after Major 
General Miles, arrived at Cavite, in the 
Philippine Islands, on the 25th, or last Mon- 
day, with the third expedition of American 
troops dispatched from San Francisco. He 
assumed command of our military forces in 
the Philippines immediately upon arriving. 

Six other expeditions of American troops 
have sailed from San Francisco since May 
25, when the first started under the com- 
mand of Brigadier General Anderson. The 
last of them sailed only two daysago. 

Together these troops make up an impos- 
ing command, sufficient to accord with the 
high rank of Major General Merritt, to as- 
sure the capture of Manila, and, in associa- 
tion with the squadron of Admiral Dewey, 
to hold the Philippines in the military power 
of the United States. Spain is powerless 
—_— this combined military and naval 
orce. 

Why has this splendid corps of picked 
troops been sent to the Philippines? Why

These questions, of course, answer them- 
selves. The whole policy of the administra- 
tion, from the day of the historic victory of 
Dewey at Cavite, and all the subsequent mil- 
itary and naval movements at and towards 
the Philippines indicate unmistakably a de- 
termination to take these islands as our 
rightful property by conquest and hold them 
at our will. These costly and prodigious 
demonstrations and preparations have not 
been made to get possession of a coaling sta- 
tion merely. They were unnecessary for 
any such purpose; would have been culpably 
wasteful for that end only, since Admiral 
Dewey had already taken a coaling station 
before our first military expedition to the 
Philippines had started. 

Major General Merritt was sent with a 
large force of troops to capture the Philip- 
pines and take command of them. He did 
not go to give them back to Spain. The talk 
of some of the newspapers about inten- 
tion of the administration to rest them 
to Spain as a free gift in order to purchase 
u pusillanimous peace after our complete 
triumph in war is absurd. It is preposter- 
ous. It is impossible. No suggestion of de- 
serting those islands and betraying their 
inhabitants by abandoning them to the op- 
pressive and destructive rule of Spain has 
entered the head of William McKinley—New 
York Sun.

LIVED AND DIED AS A MYSTERY. 


Police Find the Body of Buxton M. 
Thayer, an Old Phrenologist, 


Buxton M. Thayer, an old man Who was at 
the same time a mystery and a character, 
wus round dead in his osfice und home, 2237 
Cottage Grove avenue, on Sunday night, 
where his body is supposed to have n 
lying for three daysor longer.

The body was found, evidently as it had 
fallen from the results of a fit of apoplexy, 
with a meal spread upon the rude table in the 
room. There were books, papers, cooking 
utensils, and strangely assorted furniture 
littered all about the place, but nothing more 
than surmises to tell the strange story of 
how he had lived and died. 

He had lived and maintained an office in 
the rooms where he died for four months. 
For some time before that no one seems to 
know where he had been. The neighbors 
knew him only as an old man with an evil 
temper, whom the boys tormented and with 
whom some of the smaller children made 
friends. He had no companions, and those 
who kenw him in the old days when he kept 
an office down-town and was fairly prosper- 
ous did not know what had become of him.

French monarchists are just at the pres- 
ent moment in a state of extraordinary 
perturbation and embarrassment over aa 
expression of ‘opinion of the Duchess of 
Orleans in the Dreyfus case. 1 
As everybody is aware, France's aristoc- 
racy and all the smart society have consid- 
ered it to be their duty to side with head- 
quarter staff in the controversy on the 
subject of the unfortunate prisgper of the 
Devil's Island, and those members ‘of the 
nobility who have ventured to express an 
opinion that, after all, he might be ingocent 
are heid up to obloquy, as in the pay of the 
Jews, the popular novellst, Gyp (Com- 
tesse de Martel), losing no opportunity to 
satirize in the most cruel manner’ every 
clubman or “femme du monde of any 
prominence who ventures even to suggest 
that a mistake may possibly have been 
made in connection with Dreyfus. 
Moreover, the re¢egnized organs of the 
Royalist party ln France have been the most 
vehement in their denunciation of those who 
2 championed the cause of the ex-Cap- 
ain. 

It may therefore be conceived what a 
sensation was created the other day when 
not one but a number of Parisian papers 
gave publicity to opinions absolutely con- 
trary to those of the Royalist party, which 
had been expressed by the Duchess of Or- 
leans in the presence and hearing of her 
husband at Brussels, while spending a few 
days in the Belgian capital on her way (o 
Marlen bad. 

The remarks of the Duchess were made 
at a dinner at which several of the chief 
members of the Royalist party were pres- 
ent, including the Duc de Luynes, the Duc 
Decazes, the Duc. de Noallles, and others, 
and were addressed to the Comte de Blois, 
Senator for the Department of the Maine-et- 
Loire.

LUMBER A STBADY AND GRADUALLY 


Impetus Givem It by the Unusually 
Large Quantities of Hardwood Used 
im the Manufactere of Furniture, 
Implements, and Machinery—Lower 
Lake Rates Continue toe Have a 
Beneficent Effect on Conditions in 


ive and satisfactory. The bulk of new busi- 
ness is probably in hardwood, owing to the 
increased demand for furniture stock, this 
industry having been given a decided boom 
by the expositions recently held here and 
in the Michigan manufacturing district. 
This demand for furnitùre wood is said to be 
larger than anything the trade has seen 
since World's Fair year, and includes about 
all the varieties used for this purpose. None 
of the hardwoods are in particularly large 
supply, while some of them may be quoted 
scarce. Elm is among the woods of which 
there is little on hand, Birch, however, is 
coming to the front as a substitute for 
some of those which are becoming less plen- 
tiful. While poplar and ash are beginning 
to show a deficiency on normal consump- 
| tlon, there is an increased use of oak, cher- 
ry, mahogany, and basswood. The demand 
. forjmplement stock is fully as great as that 
for’use in furniture lines, many of the mak- 
ers of farm machinery and wagons having 
all they can do to fill orders. Not much is 
' being done in finishing lumber, owing prin- 
cipally to light building operations. On the 
subject of the hardwood suppty the Tim- 
berman says: It may be well to take into 
account the probability mat Southern 
| woods are likely to cut more of a figure in 
Northern corisumption the coming season 
than they ever have before, by reason of the 
scarcity of Northern woods. Gum and cot- 
tonwood have already, to a considerable ex- 
tent, replaced basswood and at a much less 
price. Southern red oak, which brings a 
slightly * price than its Northern com- 
| petitor, searcely be distinguished from 
it by the average consumer, and seems to be 
about as plentiful as the Northern weod 

scarce. Therefore it would seem good pol-

INQUEST THIS AFTERNOON. 


eoroner Berz will make a thorough in- 
Westigation of the cause of the fire in the 
Berwyn Hotel, North State and Erie streets, 
which was reported in extra editions of 
Tus TRIBUNE yesterday morning. The in- 
guest over the bodies of the victims of the 
“fire will be begun at Rolston's undertak- 
ing rooms, 22 Adams street, at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon. The investigation will be 
supervised by Coroner Berz in person, who 
déciares no stone will be left unturned to 
establish responsibility for the disaster if it 
appeats that any one is at fault in the 
matter. 
Curious persons crowded the undertaking 
rooms to view the remains of those who were 
killed. The scene of the fire also attracted 
thousands during the day. Revised lists 
of the killed and injured follow:

TWO HELD FOR TAKING LIFE. 


EK. E. Faust and John Bablies to 
Answer for the Deaths of John 
White and Tony Reavandt. 


A Coroner’s jury yesterday held H. H. 
Faust of Franklin Park to the Criminal 
Court to answer for the shooting of John 
White of the same place, who was one ofa 
party which Faust claims forced an en- 
trance to his property while a picnic was in 
progress. During the evidence it developed 
that none off the members of the A®olus 
Cycling club was present at the time of the. 
disturbance and subsequent shooting. 
Faust is an employé of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul railway and his victim a 
laborer. | 

Faust, it is said, was armed only witha 
stick when the White party attempted to 
force an entrance to his grounds. They 
overpowered him and he retreated to his 
house, where he procured his shotgun. 
After another encounter he fired in the di- 
rection of the disturbers. White wasstruck 
by the charge, one shot entering his heart, 
and death resulted almost instantly. 

John Bablies. charged with killing Tony 
Reavandt, yesterday made a confession to 
Captain Lavin of the Stock-Yards Police 
Station, and was held to the Criminal Court 
by the Coroner's jury. He admitted the 
shooting, but declared it was accidental. 
He said that he, in company with Anton 
Zereski and Joseph Mazrek, was drinking 
beer in a hallway adjoining Peter Belewski's 
saloon, 4500 Paulina streot. Here he was 
struck on the nose by some unknown per- 
son. Wheeling suddenly he drew a revolver 
from his pocket and fired one shot in the di- 
rection of the saloon door just as it was 
opened by Tony Reavandt. Captain Lavin 
was inclined to believe the prisoner’s story.

zreat interest is being taken by rallroad 
3 in the hearing by the Interstate 
Commerce commission, which began yester- 
day, for the purpose of finding out the causes 
which led to the Canadian Pacific rate war. 
Representatives of nearly every railroad in 
the United States engaged in transconti- 
nental traffic attended the sessions in the 
Monadnock Building. All the members of 
the commission were present, Martin A. 
Knapp presiding. The other members are 
Judson C. Clements, J. D. Yoemans, C. A. 
Prouty, and W. J. Calhoun. 

The Canadian Pacific was represented by 
its attorney, Mr. Raymond, and Mr. Mc- 
Nicoll, its Passenger Traffic Manager. The 
hearing, it is expected, will occupy two or 
three days, after which the lowa grain cases 
will be taken up. . 

The case of the American roads was pre- 
sented first by P. S. Eustis, Géneral Passen- 
ger Agent of the Burlington. Before he began 
his argument Attorney Raymond of the 
Canadian Pacific reminded the commission 
that his road was not there in the position 
of the accused or to answer any formal 
complaint filed against it. He repudiated 
the charge that his road was doing business 
in the United States contrary to or in de- 
flance of American law. The commission 
agreed with him that his road could not be 
regarded as formally on trial, but refrained 
from passing any opinion on the claims 
that it complied with the interstate com- 
merce act. 


Mr. Eustis Talks of Rates. 


General Passenger Agent Eustis gave a 
concise history of the transcontinental rate 
situation, beginning with the opening of the 
Canadian Pacific line in 1886. Hecontended 
that at its opening the Canadian Pacific had 
no differential allowed. In 1896, he said, it 
wes given representation on trunk line rate 
sheets, and it was not until then that it was 
allowed rates on the same basis as obtained 
over the American lines. It was not until 
March 1 that it was allowed any differential. 

In November, 1886, however, the Manitoba 
Pacific, over whose road the Canadian Pa- 
cifle secured entrance to St. Paul, made a 
reduction of $10 in the transcontinental! rate. 
Further reductions were made and trouble 
was caused, as none of the reductions were 
made by agreement with the other roads. 
The frequent disputes between American 
roads and the Canadtan Pacific, he said, had 
resulted in rate demoralizations. ° 

At the afterrioon session it developed that 
during the Klondike boom the rates of the 
Canadian Pacific were reduced, and the 
American lines in order to meet the competi- 
tlon were obliged to cut thelr rates. The 
question whether the reduction had been 
authorized by the Interstate commission 
led to an animated discussion between Mr. 
McNicol! and Mr. Eustis. ‘ 


Cuts by American Lints. 


After some hesitatton Mr. Eustis concluded 
that the American lines might have sold 
tickets at lower rates than the tariffs filed 
with the commission. He expressed the 
opinion, however, that if the matter had 
gone before a jury the United States lines 
would never have been found guilty, as they 
were simply endeavoring to meet the com- 
petition of the Canadian Pacific. 

In the course of cross-examination Mr. 
Eustis admitted that in 188, when the Cana- 
dian line was not a competitor, rates were 
seriously demoralized. : 

The offer of Mr. Eustis to introduce a let- 
ter written by Sir William Van Horne to 
the Toronto Globe furnished another in- 
cident. The letter referred to a proposition 
to obtain a charter for the Cattle River rail- 
road, in which the writer laid down the 
proposition that the Canadians meant to 
keep Canada for themselves, and that the 

interests of the Canadian Pacific required 
“maag American roads should be excluded. 

C@rhsel for the Canadian Pacific entered 
a vigorous objection and for a few.moments 
there was a lively interchange of words. 
The scene was closed by the President, who 
ruled that the letter was competent testi- 
mony and allowed it to be included in the 
record. Shortly after 5 o’clock the commis- 
sion-adjourned until this morning. 


Sale of Forged Tickets. 


Commissioner Donald of the Western 
Passenger association has discovered that 
a large number of fraudulently executed 
tickets issued on account of the meeting of 
the Young People’s Christian Union of the 
Universalist Church are on the market in 
this city. The roads east of Chicago issued 
half rate tickets for the occasion with an 
iron-clad contract, tickets for return to be 
stamped and executed at Mr. Donald’s of- 
fice. Scalpers bought these tickets in large 
quantities, and when they found they could 
not get them stamped here it is said they 
procured dies of their own and forged Mr. 
Donald’s signature. Orders have been is- 
sued that none of the original form tickets 
be honored by the roads. Genuine tickets 
already purchased can be exchanged at Com- 
missioner Donald's office. 

Through and export shipments of flour, 
grain, and provisions from Chicago last 
week by the ten east-bound roads amount- 
ed to 27,150 tons, against 25,027 tons for the 
week previous and 34,258 tons for the corre- 
sponding week last year. Flour shipments 
last week were 2,964 tons, against 3,287 tons

Colorado Camp Produces $7,000,000 
During the First Half of the 
Year — Increasing Yield Every 
Month. |

trict tor July exceeds by $18,000 that for the 
previous month, which was the largest in. 


the history of the famous camp. The first | 


four months of this year work in the mines 
was delayed because of water, as is usually 
the case. During May a good record was 
scored, while June showed a decided ad- 
vance. 

The output for the first six months in 1898 
was, in round numbers, $7,000,000. At that 
rate the output for the year will aggregate 
$16,000,000. 

One of the principal reduction works was 
shut down several days in July for repairs. 
Had this not occurred the output would have 
reached a million and a half. It is confi- 
dently expected that this sum will be real- 
ized in August. The total tonnage was 
80,950, of which 10,000 tons, valued at 5700, 
000, were treated by smelters. This ore 
shows an increase in value of $5 a ton over 
the June output. The remainder was treated 
at reduction works. The average value per 
ton is large considering the small price 
charged for treatment. 

The great mines in the camp are nearing 
a depth of 1,000 feet, thus accounting for 
increased value of output. 


DEATH RATE IS DECREASING. 


Steady Decline of Mortality Notwith- 
standing Chicago’s Growth in 
Population. 


In the City Health department last menth 
1,038 deaths were recorded, which is 337 fewer 
than those recorded during July of last year 
and 542 fewer than the average number of 
July deaths since 1890, 

“To appreciate fully the importance of 
these figures,’’ Health Commissioner Rey- 
nolds said, it is necessary to take into ac- 
count the increase r during these 
eight years. Instedd of a corresponding in- 
crease of deaths these are actually fewer in 
number than when the population was only 
935,000, or probably mot much more than 
one-half the present population. 

„ Another gratifying feature of this de- 
crease of mortality is that it is progressive. 
In the World’s Fair year, 1893, the July 
deaths numbered 2,928; in the following five 
years they numbered 2,780, 2,439, 2,457, 2,278, 
and 1,988 respectively—a reduction this year 
of more than one-third from the July deaths 
of 1893.“

The effect of temperature on the public 
health is strikingly shown in the compara- 
tive statement of mortality for July, 1897, 
and July, 1898. In the former month 2,275 
deaths were recorded and the average mean 
temperature was two degrees higher than 
the average of the twenty-seven years of 
the Weather bureau records. Last month 
the recorded deaths numbered 1,938, or 
nearly fifteen (14.8) per cent less than in 
July, 1897. For the first fifteen days of the 
month the mean temperature was only 68°, 
or four degrees lower than the twenty-seven 
years’ average, and the daily deaths aver- 
aged 56. During the remaining sixteen days 
the mean temperature was 79°, or seven 
degrees higher than the average, and from 
July 16 to 19 inclusive the mean temperature 
was 81.5°. The deaths rose to 67 daily du. 
ing the week ended July 23, and to 73 daily 
average during the remaining eight days 
of the month. These figures show an in- 
crease of 80 per cent during the period of 
higher temperature, 

Dr. Reynolds attributes the progressive 
decrease of mortality to improved sanitary 
conditions and to increasing public knowl- 
edge of hygiene, both public and private.

| PRINCE AT STOCK-YARPS, 


VICTOR EMMANUEL, COUNT OF TURIN, 
ARRIVES IN CHICAGO... 


Nephew of King Humbert Announces 
to the Committee That Welcomes 
Him That He Has Eschewed Society 

gud Comes for Sightseeing and Busi- 

meas—He Inspects the Plant of a 
Local Beef House and Takes Luach- 
eon at Its Restaurant. 


With a pair of yellow kid gloves creased 
in his left hand and his trousers turned up 
above his shoe tops, Victor Emmanuel, 
Count of Turin, the third in succession to the 
throne of Italy, and the man who avenged 
Italian honor in the famdétis duel with Prince 
Henry of Orleans, stepped from the Pennsyl- 
vania Limited at 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing and immediately inquired the nearest 
route to the Stock-Yards. 

Vittorio Torino Giovanni Maria de Savyos- 
Aosta—such is his full name—has eschewed 
society and is in Chicago for sightseeing and 
for business. Some New York people had 
told him the Stock-Yards was the greatest 
thing to be seen in Chicago, and consequent- 
| ly, although the committee which awaited 
him at the Union Depot had planned a little 
‘reception at the Auditorium Annex, the 

horses that drew the princely guest and the 
Italian Reception committee were turned 
toward the region of beef and bad smells, 
which the Prince supposed was near the 
railway station and about all there was of 
Chicago. 

The Prince’s attire was noticeably Amer- 
ican, and there was little about him to in- 
dicate he might one day sit on King Hum- 
dert's throne. He wore a hat of the rough- 
est straw obtainable, with a brilliant biue 
band, a double-breasted, dark suit, and shoes 
that showed the industrious polishing of the 
car porter. 

Count Rozwadowski, the Italian Consul, 
headed the Reception committee of the 
Prince's countrymen which awaited him at 
the station. With the Consul were his wife, 
the Countess Rozwadowski; their guest, 
Miss Lilian Roemheld; and Dr. Camillo Voli- 
mi, Dr. J. Ronga, Paul Basso, Joseph Gari- 
baldi, and Secretary Broletti of the Italian 
consulate. Walter G. Seeley of Armour & 
Co. accompanied the party to the Stock- 
Yards as guide. 
Somebody whispered on the way out that 
the Prince was uncommonly fond of roast 
beef, and that he would accept an invitation 
Ao luncheon at the yards. A telephone mes- 
gage was hastily sent to Chef Van Voorhees 
at the Armour restaurant and a fifty-pound 
roast of prime beef was put into the oven, 
along with-breaded pork tenderloin and other 
packing-house delicacies, 

The Prince is not squeamish, and, at his 
own request, none of the mysteries of the 
slaughter-houses was withheld from him. 
He showed intense interest in all the proc- 
esses of pig-killing, the making of beef ex- 
tract and pepsin, and the preparation of 
packed meats. At every new step in the 
process he exclaimed: ‘*‘ Magneeficent,” till 
all the sights of the plant had been exhaust- 
ed. Then the awed and abashed workmen 
at the yards beheld the strange spectacle 
of a Prince of the royal blood dining at a 
eemi-public Stock-Yarde restaurant. 

Victor Emmanuel prefers his beef rare, 
with plenty of gravy on it. That was dis- 
covered by the hundred or more employés 
of the Armour plant who sought the res- 
taurant at the same time as the Prince, and 
who got seats as near to his table as possi- 
ble. 7 

The Armour restaurant is located in one 
of the big buildings of the plant and is for 
the use of office employés of the company. 
Only one table was reserved for the Prince 
and his party. ‘The office employés, ap- 
parently, were all hungry at the same time 
and occupied the other tables. 

The Prince was helped to the roast beef a 
number of times. People who wonder what 
a Prince may eat may be able to judge from 
the menu, which was served to the hungry 

sightseers almost in hearing of the squeals 
of expiring porkers and within a few feet 
of tons of fresh meat.
